TELEVISED 
Starting November 1 


Three Gomes Scheduled To Reach Area Screens. , . 
Possibility of More . .. Hoffman Music To Sponsor. . . 
Earl Wood To Give Play-By-Play 


WHAM-TV has announced that begin¬ 
ning Thursday, Nov. I, it will telecast 
"live" at least three basketball games of 
the Rochester Royals from the Sports 
Arena at Bdgerton Park. 

Hoffman Music Shop at 467 N. Good¬ 
man will sponsor the series ’which has 
lined up Royals telecasts on Saturday, 
Dec* S and Thursdayt Dec, 27 as well. 

Probably one of the most colorful bas¬ 
ketball teams in the country, the Roches¬ 
ter Royals gained national recognition last 
year when they copped top honors in the 
National Basketball Association league. 
This year they began the fall season with 
a bang by defeating the highly-rated 
Collegiate All-Stars, 

Earl Wood, popular WHAM-TVer, 


will act as sports announcer for the 
games which will be aired from 8:30 p.m. 
to conclusion. Wood, who has earned a 
favorable reputation as a television news¬ 
caster, has also had broad e^cperience in 
the sports field. At WHAM he held down 
the late sports broadcast, and as an 
announcer in Jacksonville, Fla., where 
he began his career in radio, he w^orked 
as sports announcer on various baseball, 
basketball and football events* 

As yet station WHAM-TV does not 
know w^hether more than the three sched¬ 
uled games will be contracted for. But 
three or thirty, the Rochester Royals 
telecasts promise to be one of the most 
popular 'live" remotes ever produced 
locally.

The boy was candid, at least. “I would 
drop dead!” he said. 

Another performer who missed was a 
girl w'ho appeared for her audition in an 
extremely low-cut dress. When she saw 
Miss Latzko, she said: “Oh. excuse me, 

I thought I was auditioning for a man.” 
Another reject was the night club come¬ 
dian who brought a suggestive routine 
w'ith him, forgetting that television is a 
family medium. 

There are a few simple rules everyone 
auditioning .should follow, Mi.ss Latzko 
says. Be familiar with the requirements 
of the program. Be careful of your ap¬ 
pearance: dress well but simply. Come 
prepared and bring your music; know the 
key in which you sing. Overcome any

Miss Latzko. born and educated in 
Europe, has had wide experience in show 
business. She studied ballet and voice, 
but prefers bchind-the-.scenes work to 
performing. She has worked with Be.ssie 
Mack, formerly with the Amateur Hour 
and on “Arthur Godfrey’s Talent Scouts. ” 
Two audition bromides .she’s rather not 
hear anymore are: “What song would 
you like me to sing?” and Tve been 
doing my act for ten years without your 
help.’’

most important facets of television en¬ 

tertainment. 

In his East Avenue studios, Iocal 

dance master Val Mates is emphasising 
over and over again the importance of 
the dance in TV. 

A television stage is far more re¬ 

stricted than the much larger stages of 
the theatre. Because of the size restric¬ 
tions, TV dancing is a v^ery specialized 
kind of action. 

Each movement must be carefully con¬ 
trolled and checked to make sure it is 
always within range of the camera, 

Then^even though it might be in 
range of the camera, it must have a 
meaning easily apparent to the viewer. 

Make-up and costuming help to set 
the stage, and when the TV cameras are 
turned on and the action begun, the mes¬ 
sage of the dance is sent forth. Rehear¬ 
sal, rehearsal, and more rehearsal before 
the performance, and when it is all over 
--back for more perfection-making dance 
rehearsals.

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FRED WARING'S 


MUSICAL LADDER 


Each Rung Became A Major Achievement For The Young 
Musician Who Was Destined To Become As Famous In The 
Quaker State As Wm. Penn Himself 


IS THERE ANYONE HERE that can't 
remember a time when Fred Waring 
wnsn t around? 

If there is, go stand in a corner* Mr. 
Waring has been on the scene since the 
beginning of time^ radio time, that is* 
Records, radio, movies, stage, and now 
TV. The Waring organization has been 
marching along since just after music 
was invented. 

Actually, Waring himself started out 
50 years ago, in a place called Tyrone, 
Pennsylvania* His father, mother, and 
brother sang in the Methodist Church 
choir. That must have been the start of 


It, because since then the choir and Fred 
Waring have sort of gone together. 

No one will ever see Waring play an 
instrument, yet he's an accomplished musi¬ 
cian, Accomplished in getting the most 
out of his orchestra. 

When Fred was going to college, 
(Penn State} he decided fo form a band, 
and naturally got the name before the 
players^The Pennsylvanians, 

When his fellow students came around 
for auditions, they had to do three things* 
Read music, play an instrument, and sing. 
The singing routine came from the Church 
Choir days, when Fred joined his fam-

lly on the organ loft. 

After he got his singing musicians to¬ 
gether, the long road started. And it was 
a very long road. No one wanted a band 
that sang as well as played. Most book¬ 
ers were satished to get a group that 
could just play and shut-up. But Waring 
kept insisting that the boys sing along 
with the playing, and he found himself 
out of one job after another. 

But very slowly, very gradually, and 
very securely did the idea catch on, and 
about 1922, Waring started to dick. 
During the early days of radio, and most 
of the big orchestras and bands kept pret¬ 
ty close to hotels. Instead of playing 
band stand dates, an orchestra would 
settle down to a few months at a hostelry. 
Eating was regular, and the hotel always 
wanted an orchestra of its own. 

Radio pickups were hotel ballroom.^, 
and it was a long, Jong time before an 
orchestra moved inside a radio studio to 
play. 

Fred and his Pennsylvanians waited out 
the years, and gradually built up a tech¬ 
nique all their own. 

A glee club was added—to change 
more than a hundred times in the en¬ 
suing years as the singers went on to 
solo work—and the w'hole band was sort 
of put in the background as accompani¬ 
ment to the singing. 

Waring then started to reali 2 e he had 
a full scale organization, and in time 
he became almost the front man for an 
established group. 

He stood up in front and waved his 
baton, and looked like the leader, but 
actually he was a shrewd manager. 

Some of the top musicians were hired 
Co arrange special music. Top choral di¬ 
rectors were trained to take over re¬ 
hearsals and thus save time for Waring, 

Usually, the shows were ready to go 
when Waring walked in for the final 
rehearsals. 

The Chesterfield Supper Qub, a top 
radio show of the 30 s, was the site for 
the great Waring expansion. During these 
years and broadcasts, he became a house¬ 
hold word. Shrewd publicity helped. 
Some of the choral arrangements made 


for the broadcasts and hotel dates were 
published as ^Waring’' arrangements. Af¬ 
ter the war* NBC decided on something 
new in morning shows. Instead of disk 
jockeys, or soap operas, they tried using 
a half hour musical program and Waring 
got the nod. The program was enor- 
successful, and went On nation¬ 
wide tours. Waring .still acting as the 
ringmaster, so to speak, of this musical 
circus. 

In each town the group was to appear, 
a special advance man would show up 
and hold choral clinics for high school 
musicians. (By this time the Waring 
name was synonomous with choral work.) 
The name was built up and up, until 
Waring got almost completely away from 
his orchestra and chorus and started in 
talking instead of leading the band. Dur¬ 
ing most of the shows he would talk, and 
talk, and many of the cast left. One of 
his top notch arrangers, Gordon Jenkins, 
struck out on his own, and made a suc¬ 
cess that matched Waring's. 

Fred Waring, though, was a versatile 
man, and when TV came he was ready. 
His shows had resolved themselves info 
almost 30 minute musical comedies, built 
about one or another theme. 

NBC lost Waring to CBS-TV, where 
he holds forth Sunday nights.

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Radio IS 
Here To Stay 

Continuing study of the results of 
"Television Today," unprecedented sur¬ 
vey of the medium’s effect on people and 
products, has revealed significant in¬ 
formation concerning the vitality and 
strength of network radio, according to 
Edward Madden, NBC vice president 
in charge of television sales and opera¬ 
tions. 

According to Madden, the survey 
definitely dispels the opinion, which ex¬ 
ists in some quarters of the broadcasting 
industry, that^ television’s entrance into 
the home eliminates radio listening. 

‘The figures show, ” Madden says, 
that, as one would expect, in TV homes 
TV is the dominant medium. But the 
figures also show that radio is still a vital 
force, even in TV homes.” 

These figures show that in television 
homes, the average adult viewer spends 
135 minutes per day w’atching TV, 61 
minutes per day listening to radio, 47 
minutes reading newspapers and 11 min¬ 
utes reading magazines. This clearly in¬ 
dicates that radio listening time (61 
minutes) in television homes is greater 
than the combined time spent on news¬ 
papers and magazines (58 minutes). 

Expressed another way, the figures in¬ 
dicate that the average adult spends 
84% more time listening to radio than 
reading newspapers, and as much time 
listening to radio in one day as is 
spent reading magazines in an entire 
week. 

The survey reveals that the average 
housewife, in both TV and non-TV 
homes combined, spends an even greater 
amount of time listening to radio. 

Percentage-wise, the housewife's listen¬ 
ing time is 165% more than new.spaper 
reading, and eight times greater than 
magazine reading.

He w'as 
w'aJking along the street to the studio 
and no one even recognized him . , . 
Movie producers have "morality" classes 
in all their contacts, TV producers try¬ 
ing to introduce the same kind of high 
schoolish censorship into TV contracts 
. . . Kukla, Fran 6 Ollie getting ready 
to celebrate their fourth anniversary on 
TV (and never anything but kind words 
for the show. What a record!!) . . , Gen¬ 
eral MacArthur was being considered for 
a speech and an appearance in Roches¬ 
ter. Ev^erything was going well until the 
backers found out the general's fee for 
an appearance would be $5,000. The idea 
was quickly shelved . . .

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When Ben Graaer gets a color televi^ 
sion fie Id-test assignments he not only 
takes a bow but also wears a bow. 

And during the current RCA-NBC ex- 
perimentai color programs being presented 
thrice-a-day, with Ben as narrators he is 
in a rainboW'-hued heaven because he can 
fall back on his w-ardrobe of 150 brightly- 
hued bow ties to w^ear before the camera. 

On all his broadcast and telecast as¬ 
signments, Ben wears a bow. The only 
time he ever dons a four-iivhand is on 
the Toscanni'NBC Symphony programs. 

His favorites in bows are regimental 
stripes and polka dots. He has no use for 
solid colors and feels that the snap-on 
ready-made ties are the bane of civiliza¬ 
tion, 

"I can tie a bow in less than a minute/ 
Ben says, but only on myself. Tm a 
flop trying to do one on another guy. 
Also, I can t do it if I use a mirror. But 
it comes out perfectly, all ends matching, 
when I don’t see it at alL” 

Ben's 150 bow ties are all of the 
straight-and-narrow variety; butterfly de¬ 
signs only make him hot under the collar. 
When Ben heard of his upcoming par¬ 
ticipation in the RCA-NBC field-tests, be 
shopped the Fifth Avenue sartorial parlors 
for bright sports jackets. He ordered four, 
but all of them went back ’when Ernest 
Walling, director of the experimental 
color programs, preferred a much-’worn, 
broxvn-striped iiubby tweed that Ben had 
been ’s^^earing to the studio when he 'wasn’t 
on special color assignments.
